year will produce

I'2.350,000000 bushels of corn. At the 


prices which are ruling today this will 
bo worth $1,625.000.000. This sum is 
greater by about $500.000.000 than the 
total capitalization and bond issue of 
the United States Steel Corporation. 
That money applied to new construc- 
tion would erect more than the total 
number of blast furnaces and stceel 
mills In the entire United States. H 
would go far toward purchasing the 
iron ore lands of the entire country. 


Ohio takes the lead of states in the 


union. This state planted, according 
to estimate-accurate figures not yet 
being compiled-in the neighborhood 
of .",250,000 acres of corn, or about 
one and a quarter million more acres 
of corn than wheat.
